Am. Rev. DAVID WORTHINGTON. Born at Williamstown, Vermont, February 
13th, 1815. Died in Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, March 1st, 1866. Aged 51 years, 1 month, 
14 davs. 

At the age of 15 he accompanied his parents to a camp-meeting where he was awakened 
and powerfully converted to God. Uniting immediately with the M. E. Church, he com- 
menced a career of Christian usefulness which he followed with undeviating purpose 
until the close of his life. 

In 1835, he emigrated to the West and settled in the wilds of Wisconsin. Separated 
from the associates of his childhood, the endearments of home, and to a great measure 
deprived of the privileges of the sanctuary, instead of declining in religious enjoyment 
and castinjT away his confidence, he at once began to seek for the blessing of perfect 
love, nor did he seek in vain— a light brighter than noon-day sun dawned upon him, and 
in his own language he found a pearl more precious than he had before enjoyed. He 
\ now began to visit the setlers around Milwaukee, talking with them at their work or 
praying with them in their rude homes, or wherever a sufficient number could be gathered 
together he would hold a prayer meeting. His diligence and sucess soon attracted the 
attention of the Church and he was licensed to exhort by Rev. J. R. Goodrich then of 
the Illinois Confei^nce. At a quarterly meeting held in Chicago, Dec. 2d, 1839, he was 
licensed to preach, and by Rev. John Clark, P. E. was employed as an assistant on Trey 
circuit the following year. He was received on trial in the Rock River Conference, Aug. 
26, 1840, graduated to full membership and was ordained deacon by Bishop Roberts at 
a session of the same conference held in Chicago, Aug. 30, 1842. By division of the 
conference he was placed upon the western side of the Mississippi, and was one of the 
little group who organized the Iowa Conference at Iowa City, Aug. 18th 1844. At this 
session he was ordained Elder by Bishop Morris. His appointments as shown by the 
^ general minutes have been as follows, to wit: Rock River Conference, 1840, Burlington, 
and Rochester, Wis; 1841, Burlington, Wis.; 1842, Davenport, Iowa, Iowa Conference, 
1844, Iowa City; 1845, Bloomington (now Muscatine); 1846, Fairport; 1847-8, Marion 
Mission; 1849, Iowa City Mission; 1850-1, Iowa City District; 1852-55, Burlington Dis- 
trict; 1866, Agent of the Iowa Wesleyan University. In this year he represented his 
. conference in the General Conference held in Indianapolis. 1857, Augusta ; 1858-9, Mus- 
catine; 1860, Ottumwa; 1861-2, Mt. Pleasant Circuit; 1863, Fairfield; 1864-6-6, Mt. Pleas- 
ant District. 

His active ministry of twenty-six years was occupied for seventeen years as pastor, 
eight years as presiding elder and one year as agent of the I. W. University. For more 
than ten years he acted as president of the board of trustees of the University, and in 
every relation which he sustained to society he won and retained both the confidence 
and esteem of all connected with him. As a preacher his great object was to instruct, 
not to dazzle, his hearers. Ostentation or display never entered his mind. As a pastor 
he was faithful and affectionate. As a presiding officer, he had but few equals and no 
superior in his conference. His great spirit swayed only by the highest principles of 
justice and right, led him to the strictest impartiality in all his rulings as a presiding offi- 
cer and in the filling of the various charges within his district. But the sublimest trait 
in his character was his unswerving Christian integrity. Nature had endowed him with 
a keen perception, a sound judgment and a strong will. But grace had created him anew. 
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and had infused into each faculty of the soul the life and spirit of Christ. His sole 
object seemed to be to glorify God and in his daily round of duty 

“He tried each art, reproved each dull delay, 

Allured to brighter worlds and led the way.” 

Soon after his appointment to Mt. Pleasant District he was thrown from his carriage, 
which resulted in fracturing his leg just above the ankle; this was the “beginning of the 
end” with him. A violent attack of lung fever followed from whiclwhe never fully recov- 
ered. Although able occasionally to attend his quarterly meetings, yet it became more 
evident day by day that his labors were drawing to a close. 

A few weeks before his death I visited him, and while in conversation he said “I have 
just finished arranging my temporal matters; all is now as I desire it, and as to my spir- 
itual state all is well. I have often enjoyed great peace and happiness, but I am look- 
ing to the hour when some friend will come to my bedside and say, ‘You are dying now;^ 
oh, that hour will be the most triumphant of all my experience ! 

“ It would be pleasant to remain awhile as company for my family, but my work is 
done and I am ready to go at any time the Lord shall call me.” On the morning of the 
first of March it became evident that he was approaching his end. 

The weary wheels rolled sluggishly, the dews of nature’s night were distilling upon 
his brow, and the roar of the chilling waters sounded in his ears. Feeling that his hour 
had come he waved his hand and said in holy triumph “Oh, it is pleasant to die.” A 
few moments more and he entered the shadow, and when it seemed as if he were passing 
the Jordan, his lips began to move and he whispered back to those who stood around 
his bedside “ Down in the valley.” These were his last words as his triumphant spirit 
passed to his rest in the skies. 

Thus lived and died one of the most untiring and faithful laborers that ever entered 
.the Western field. Amid the difficulties and privations of the early settlements of the 
West, he had been sustained by divine grace, and led by the spirit of divine wisdom, and 
at the close of his career it might almost be said that he 

“ Sank to the grave with unperceived decay. 

While resignation gently sloped the w’ay. 

And all his prospects brightening to the last. 

His heaven began before the world was past.”’

I. Report on §al>batli (Schools. 

Your Coramittcc recommend the following resolutions :

II. Report on the State of the Country. 

We believe the Church to be the custodian of the morals of community. History 
«ihows that God punishes nations as well as individuals for breaking his laws. As ours 
is a republican government, the people being sovereigns, we have a responsibility that 
few other nations have Does not our holy religion, .therefore, demand that Christians 
see to it that our rulers be God-fearing men? The last few years but too plainly declare 
that God has had a controversy with this whole nation. Christians have strangely forgot- 
ten their duty in politics, thinking the stream too polluted for them to mingle in, and 
demagogues have endeavored to close the mouths of Ministers of the gospel. Thus, the 
polities of the nation, and, to too great an extent, its whole government has been left to 
unprincipled men. The war has ceased, and our brave soldiers have returned to the 
avocations o( peace ; yet great principles are to be settled, principles which, if not rightly 
settled, the God of nations will hold us to a strict account ; 

1. Therefore, Resolved, That it is the duty of Christian men to attend all primary 
meetings, and secure the nomination of only good men for office. 

2. That we deplore the present unhappy difficulty between the President and Con- 
gress ; and cannot too deeply feel the humiliation of our nation in seeing her chief-mag- 
istrate passing through the country and harranguing the people, after the manner of the 
lowest politicians. 

3. That the nation owes a debt of gratitude it can never repay to those noble men in 
Congress who have so firmly adhered to the principles of loyalty and justice, and main- 
tained the government intact against rebel foes and a demoralizing administration. 

4. That the time has fully come when impartial suffrage and equal repiesentation 
should be extended to all, as the only sure method of securing peace and safety to the 
whole country. 

6. That the loyal men of the south, whether black or white, deserves the protection 
of the Government and the sympathy of all patriots. 

6. That we will support no man for office who is addicted to intemperance or pro-, 
fanitv, or who does not sustain, in general, a good moral character. >• :

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III. Report of Parsonage§. 

Feeling the embarrassment of an itinerant preacher in removing to a new field of labor 
where no parsonage is owned by the society, and no house secured for his occupancy. 
While he finds his people on every hand in their comfortable houses, surrounded with 
the conveniences of life, yet no eligible dwelling opens its doors for him and his family. 

The Iowa Conference, with her seventy-six circuits and stations, and eighty-three 
effective preachers, has forty-six parsonages, of an estimated value of from $160 to 
^2,00ii, or a total value of $39,186.00 ; averaging a little more than $850.00; and leav- 
ing 30 circuits and stations, and four districts, subject to the inconveniences above 
named. 

Some of the.se parsonages are in good condition, well located, and furnished with 
heavy furniture ; others are illy adapted to their use, and reflect but little credit upon the 
church or ministry. Shall this state of things continue, brethren ? Is there no remedy ? 
It is believed that there is, and that a large portion of our people wish it were applied. 

1. Therefore, Resolved, That we tender our most sincere thanks to those societies that 
have provided and furnished a suitable parsonage for the preachers. 

2. That the presiding elders request the first quarterly meeting conference of each 
charge where no parsonage is found, to appoint a committee of not less than three, of 
which the pastor shall be chairman, who shall immediately devise such means as may 
seem advisable to carry out the provisions of the Discipline, part 6, chap. 2, sec. 2. 

3. That the committee provided for be required to report to the last quarterly con- 
ference of the year, and each preacher to the ensuing Conference, what has been done 
towards carrying out the purpose of these resolutions. 

4. That where parsonages have been procured and furnished, it is the duty of the 
preachers on said charges to take proper care of said property ; and when it has received 
damage by neglect of the preacher, he should be required by the trustees to make good 
such damage. 

5. That the residences of the presiding elders within the bounds of their respective 
districts, as a means of better support and greater usefulness, require that suitable dis- 
trict parsonages be provided in the most convenient and accessible part of the district.

( Asking that the appointment of Rev. E. H. Waring, as one of the corporators, be con- 
firmed. We do not fully understand that we have power to confirm the appointment of 
officers or corporators of an institution with which we have no connection ; and inas- 
much Es it is not supposable that this will become a patronizing Conference, we report 
the paper back without recommendation. 

There was also another paper from the 

GARRETT BIBLICAL INSTITUTE, 

Referred to us, setting forth the condition of that institution and asking the appointment 
of visitors to attend their anniversary. In regard to rheological institution.s we are 
frank to say, inasmuch as there was in 1856 a theological department organized in the 
Iowa Wesleyan University, which has never been lost sight of, but at this time numbers 
in its classes twenty-two promising young men, who intend to enter the ministry, we 
should not suffer anvthing to direct our attention from the great duty of building up that 
department. Yet we see no impropriety in granting the request of the institution. 

DR. Elliott’s plea 

To the Iowa Conference, in behalf of the Iowa Wesleyan University, was also referred 
to us, and we recommend that it be read before the Conference. 

the IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY, 

Being the pioneer institution of Methodism west of the Mississippi, and having received 
the solemn pledges of the church for its support, and furnishing all the facilities for the 
study of literature, science, theology and law, should receive the hearty and undivided 
sympathy of every Methodist within our bounds. Nothing short of an ample endowment 
will relieve the Conference from its obligations for its support. 

1. Therefore, Resolved, That each member of the Conference preach, at each appioint- 
ment of his charge, a sermon on the subject of education, and the duty of sustaining the 
University. 

2, That it shall be the duty of each presiding elder to enquire at each quarterly 
meeting, '•'■Has the amount due from this charge to meet the current ezpenses of the University 
been met and, if need be, urge the performance of duty in this respect. 

S. That at each session of the Conference an evening be set apart for an educational 
anniversary. 

4, That we will most heartily co-operate with the agent in his efforts to raise funds 
for the endowment of the Institution.

Being qualified 
legally, they proceeded to elect officers, to-wit:

Tiie joint Board of Trustees and visitors met at Mt. Pleasant June loth. 1866. The 
President, Ilev, D, Worthington, having died, Rev. M. H. Hare was cho.sen in his stead. 

A Committee of Ways and Means was appointed, and plans devised to meet the liabil 
itiesof the University. They also recommended that a.s ihe College and Centenary in- 
terests are so closely connected, one agent only shall be employed to attend to the duties 
of both. 

The Executive Committee report favorably with regard to the prospects of the Uni- 
versity. The Alumni Society have generously proposed to pay the ralary of one of the 
professors this year. Owing to the failing health of Dr. Elliott. Prof. Burns was elected 
Vice Ihesident of the University. Prof. McCarty was elected Principal of the Prepara- 
tory Department. Between three and four hundred students were in attendance last 
year. The graduating class numbered four. Four received the degree of A. M. in 
course, and three the degree of B. S. The degree of LL. D. was conferred upon Her- 
man M. Johnson. 

An adjourned meeting was held at Knoxville, September 26th. The resignation of 
Dr. Elliott, on account of age and infirmity, was accepted, and a committee appointed 
to prepare a suitable testimonial for his valuable services. Rev. C. A. Holmes, of Pitts- 
burg Conference, was elected President of the University, C. Snider, Esq., was elected 
Treasurer, and Rev. E. L. Briggs Financial Secretary. The Board asked the appoint- 
ment of I. A. Bradrick. as College and Centenary agent for the ensuing year. They also 
discontinued the sale of limited, and the commutation of perpetual scholarships in the 
University. They recommend that all subscriptions to the current expenses be made 
payable to the presicing elder at each quarterly meeting, and that the roll be called for 
subscriptions to tile same. They report nine vacancies in the Board of Trustees, viz: 
First (7/a.s.s, (by expiration of time) C. Elliott, J. R. Needham, J. H. Powder, W. Bird, E. 
H. Waring. Second Class; D, Worthington, deceased Third Class; J. R. Oopelin 
(failure to qualify) T. Audas, resigned Fourth Class; J. B. Vernon, resigned.

XI. Report on the Freedmen. 

Whereas. God has broken the chains of human oppression and set at liberty four 
millions of bondmen in this country, we feel it our imperative duty as a Church, to aid 
in the enlightenment and civilization of the Freedmen. ’ 
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Retolved, That the time has come for the M. E. Church to direct its contributions for 
the education of the Freedmen, so that they shall be applied to the support of the 
Schools in connection with our own Mission work. 

2. That we hereby recognize and approve the “Freedmem’s Aid Society of the M. E. 
Church,” and pledge ourselves to the utmost of our ability to provide means for th* 
furtherance of its object, and to bring the cause for which it labors before our Congre- 
gations, wherever practicable, during the Conference year.

XII. Report on Periodicals. 

The Committee, after hearing testimony to the excellence of our periodicals, criticise 
two things. 1st, the exclusion, almost wholly, of the obituaries of our people, and 2nd, 
the crowding of the Weeklies with advertisements, many of a doubtful character, and 
to the exclusion of religious reading matter. They otfered the following resolutions : 

1st. That we respectfully request the publishers of the Advocates, circulating among 
us, to devote, if need be, one page to obituaries, and one to religious reading, and that 
they be requested also to open a column for religious experience. 

2d. Tliat we continue the Central as our Conference paper, and will use our best en- 
deavors to increase its circulation among us.

XIII. Report on the State of the Church. 

While we would unite with you in devout praise to Almiehty God for the great pros- 
perity of the church during the century, we think that, in the matter of the enforcement 
of discipline we have occasion for greater rigor. A mild, but firm and perseverent ad- 
ministration, would aid in filling deserted class-rooms and vacant seats in the prayer cir- 
cle and sanctuary, and inspire greater respect and confidence among our own communi- 
cants, and without the pale of the church. It is the minister’s duty to rule as well as to 
teach ; but if the ruler bear the sword in vain, soon in.«atiahle license and disintegration 
will lay vandal hands upon the temple of the Most High. The effort to remove the evil 
of which we complain, cannot be removed by the fidelity of a few administrators. The 
effort must be general, or the delinquency of the many will be a barrier in the way of 
the few, and will also prejudice their personal interests. 

We would also reiterate the opinion, so often expressed by conference resolution and 
otherwise, that countenancing in any way whatever, shows, circuses, or menageries and 
shows combined, is a misdemeanor that should receive prompt and condign punishment. 

The progress of the age, and the advancement of our people in wealth, culture and 
piety, demand corresponding progress in the lacred arts of music and architecture, — 
Singing should be “with the understanding” as well as “with the spirit,” while the sanc- 
tuary should be designed and ornamented, worthy of Him who has spread beauty, gran- 
deur and sublimity over earth, and sea, and sky. 

Therefore, Resolved, 1. That the presiding elder be instructed to inquire of each quar- 
terly conference, whether there are cases of clear delinquency concerning our general 
rules, and if so, why they have not been dealt with. 

2. That the presiding elders be requested to exhort our people to aid the pastors in 
carrying into effect the requirements of the discipline respecting music, and that a high- 
er standard of architecture be recommended by all our ministers in the erection and or- 
namentation of our churches. 

3. That the resolution of the conference concerning the attendance of any member 

of the church, whatever, upon shows, circuses, or circuses and menageries combined, be 
re-adopted and rigidly enforced. S. BROOKS, Chairman.

TV. Report of Central Centenary Committee. 

The Central Centenary Committee reports the prompt organization and regular opera- 
tions of the committee. The Corresponding Secretary has reported regularly to thtr 
committee respecting his labors in the cause. Auxiliary societies were organized in all 
the districts of the Conference, and sermons and addresses delivered in all the charges. 
The local press has been employed to aid in the Centenary moteinent, ai>d much inlor- 
mation scattered among the people. The committee urged the organization of the Sab- 
bath Schools into Centenary Societies, and urged the ladies to active effort in the cause. 
They fixed upon a time not later than May 1st, 1 866, as the time of commencing to take 
up subscriptions, the effort to continue through the whole year, until every meipher of 
the church has had the matter placed before them, and a donation. proporiioHed to their 
ability, solicited. 

Expenses for printing, salary of agent, etc., have accrued, which have been met by 
loans and otherwise. 

The committee report, with sorrow, the death of one of their number, the late Rev, 
David Worthington. Dr. 0. Elliott, through increasing age and infirmity, finds hhnself 
unable to attend to the duties devolved upon him, and has tendered his resignation. 
Dr. W. Bird and Rev, H. W. Thomas, in view of a projected trip to the Pacific, resigned 
their positions last spring, and their places were filled by the appointment of Revs. A. C. 
Williams and E. L. Briggs, and the latter was appointed Recording Secretary. 

The committee, concurring with the Trustees of the University, recommend that two 
agencies be merged into one and that but one agent be employed this year. 

In conclusion, the committee feel entirely confident that, if all the ministers of the M. 
E. Church in this Conference will but use their influence heartily and zealously for a few 
more months in this cause, results will be realized that will be a great blessing to tire 
cause of sanctified and enlightened Christianity, as represented by Methodists in Iowa 
particularly.

XVI. Report oT Corresfiondliig' Secretary of Iowa Confer* 
eiice Centenary Society. 

Rev. L. B. Dennis presented a detailed and elaborate report of bis ojjera tions during 
the year. Respecting hrs labors in the cause, he says : 

‘ While the desire for the salvation of souls has been paranrount to all other consid- 
erations, he has strenuously urged the necessity of a sanctified education. And with 
equal anxiety he has urged the necessity of every nrember of the conference and church 
feeling that honest ambition, that earnest anxiety and that deep soMcitude that they 
should, to build up the Iowa Wesleyan University. This anxiety, with other motives, 
has urged him to be instant in season and out of season, constant in labors and active in 
exertion, resolved, if possible, to make up by dilligence, anything he may have lacked 
in ability. And, according to the instructions of the Conference, he made his- regular 
monthly report to the Central Centenary Contmittee of the Conference, and in looking 
upon the efforts of the year, he finds ihat he has traveled over railroad 3,749 miles; in 
stages, hacks and on horses, 7i7 miles; total, 4,466 miles. Preaching 141 sermons, deliv- 
ering 111 lectures, addressing 2.3 Sunday Schools, attended 11 district Centenary meet- 
ings and three district Centenary camp meetings. Also wtote 269 letters expressly on 
centenary interests ; to say nothing of private labors and extensive visiting in different 
families. He has been but once out of the bounds of the Conference, and then to attend 
» district Centenary meeting in another conference. He has not been engaged a dey in 
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4iny other employment, either directly or indirectly, save his personal and domestic de- 
mands at home.” The report closes with thanks for the mercies of the past, and earn<Mt 
-wishes for further prosperity. 



XTII. Report on Queition of Administration. 

The committee to whom was referred the case of arbitration, presented by T. H. 
Kirkpatrick, report that, in their judgement, the ruling of Bro. Dennett in the caw 
was correct. Nevertheless, they agree that the plaintiff has not had sufficient opportu- 
nity to investigate the case, and ther^oi-e recommend that he be allowed a new arbitra- 
tioa G. W. FRIEND, Chairman. 



XVIffl. Financial Plait. 

1st. There shall be a Financial Meeting of the Stewards and Leaders of each Circuit 
«nd Station, on the third Saturday after the close of each Annual Conference, the place 
of holding which shall be fixed by the last Quarterly Cenference for the previous year, 
and the preacher in charge, shall be chairman. 

2d, The Estimating Committee shall report to the Financial Meeting (which report 
lihall be suVyect to the action of the Quarterly Conference,) the amount estimated by 
them as allowance of the preacher or preachers, to which shall be added the house rent, 

if any, and dollars as the elder’s claim, and the financial meeting shall distribute 

the whole a.-nount among the several classes on the circuit or station, according to their 
number, ability, and privileges, keeping carefully separated the allowance and house rent. 

3d. The financial meeting shall collect and pay over the preacher’s moving and trav- 
eling expenses according to the provisions of the Discipline. 

4th. The financial meeting shall district the circuit or station among the Stewards, 
giving each a proportion of classes to which he shall attend during the year. 

6th, It shall be the duty of each Steward, as soon as the distribuiion is made, to re- 
port to each class in his district, the amount apportioned to it, and see that the amount 
be guaranteed, either by subscription, or by the appointment of a committee of members 
of the class to assess the amount upon 'each member, that he should naj during the year, 
separating the allow'snce and house rent, as provided for above; and the whole shall b* 
paid in quarterly installments. 

6th. Each Steward shall see that each leader, in his district, make individual appli- 
cation to each of his class quarterly, for his or her contribution to the support of tha 
Gospel, di.stinguishiiig between the allowance and house rent, and the leader shall pay 
the whole amount received to .the Steward, and each leader shall report to his class once 
a quarter, tlie amount each has paid, first, of allowance, and secondly, of house rent, as 
credited in the class book. 

7th. The following shall be part of the regular business of the Quarterly Conference : 
1. The presiding elder shall call upon each Steward to report the condition of the finan- 
ces of each class in his district in the following order— first, the amount apportioned to 
it; secondly, the amount received from it, and thirdly, the defi^ency. if any; and if 
there be a deficiency he shall enquire of the Steward if he and the leaders of his district 
have co-operated faithfully to carry this plan fully into eflect in each cla^s .-nd urge upon 
the Steward and Leader the immediate removal of the arrearage. 2. He shall inqure if 
there are any who refuse to contribute towards the support of the Gospel among them, 
and the reason for such refusal. 

8th. Each Steward shall make the same report to each class in his district, immedi- 
ately after each quarterly meeting, that he made of it to the Quarterly Conference, and 
if there be an arrearage, the most efl5cient means shall be used to raise the amount at 
once. 

9th. The preachers of the circuits and stations are requested to co-operate with the 
Stewards in carrying this plan fully into operation in all the classes in their respective 
charges, and their neglecting to do so shall subject them to ihe censure of the Annual 
Conference.

HISTORICAL DEPARTMENT. 



The following paper is inserted with the view of opening a Department in the Min- 
utes for the publication of historic data, connected with the Iowa Conference. An ar- 
ticle on the History of Methodism in Iowa, has been reserved, in view of the proposed 
Conference re-union. The sketch of Old Zion, it is hoped, will prove of general interest.

This honored and somewhat noted church, has had a very remarkable history, closely 
connected with the history of the Territory of Iowa, as well as of the M, E. Church in 
Iowa. Perhaps no western edifice has witnessed more remarkable scenes, or been devo- 
ted to more diverse uses. And besides all these distinctions, it is further distinguished 
as the oldest church building now in use for church purposes in the State of Iowa. 

ERECTION OF OLD ZION. 

Contrary to what is usually the case, the materials for a very complete account of Old 
Zion are extant. The old records, for which the church is indebted to Rev. N. S. Bastion, 
the first stationed preacher in Burlington, were kept with very considerable complete- 
ness. 

The principal actor in the erection of the church was Dr. William R. Ross, who bought 
the two lots on which Old Zion stands for one hundred dollars, and gave them to tho 
church. In 1836 he dug “the cellar,” as he terms the basement, which cost $72; and all 
the financial help given him in that work was by Hon. David Rorer, who subscribed and 
paid $20. The next year the building was commenced; but owing to financial diflScul- 
ties, but little progress was made. The old record book has the minutes of a meeting, 
held March 5th, 1838, at “Mr. Chapman’s room,” to “take into consideration measures 
for the erection of a meeting house.” The pastor. Bastion, J. C. Sleeth, Thomas Bal- 
lard, Levi Hagar, Wm. Davis, and Wm. R. Ross, were present. The meeting resolved 
to build a house of brick, 40 by 60 feet in size; and Sleeth, Ross and Hagar were appoint- 
ed building committee. Precise instructions were given to the committee. — They were, 
“1. To estimate the probable expense.” “2. To raise funds.” “3. To plan said build- 
ing.” “4. To let out and make all contracts; and for security to have a lien on the 
building.” “5. To exercise a general superintendence over the work until completed.” 
‘*6. And to have power to make their own regulations, and fill vacancies in their num- 
ber occasioned in any way.” Certainly their duties were plain and their powers ample I 
The Quarterly Conference that met on March 10th, arid wJdckwas composed of the same 
f parties, with the addition of the presiding elder, confirmed the appointment of the build- 

ing committee, and adde(^Adam Fordney to the number. This committee held frequent 
meetings, in which plans, specifications and proposals of mechanics were fully discussed. 
The contract for brick was made with Dr. Ross, June 15th, 1838, at the rate of $7 50 
per 1.000. The contract for stone was made with certain parties styled “The Germans,” 
at the rate of “one dollar for every 22^ cubic feet, to be measured clear measure when 
in the wall.” The basement walls were to be two feet thick, and the basement was “to 
have doors and windows sufficient to make it light and airy,” so that the rooms would 
be “pleasant and comfortable for meetings and schools.” But this, the situation of the 
church, dug out of the steep hill side, completely prevented. March 7th, 1838, the

form of subscription was agreed upon, but the list of subscriptions is lost. The proba- 
ble cost of the house, “partially completed,” was stated at from two to three thousand 
dollars. Under date of April 2d, 1838, Mr. Bastion says: “The contracts for the stone, 
lime, lumber, brick, timber and digging, are all let. See list of contracts in this book.” 
But the “list of contracts” is wanting. 

The work upon the church, under these arrangements, was commenced in April or 
May 1838. 

TRUSTEES. 

June 14th, 1838, the following Trustees were appointed: John C. Sleeth, W. R. Ross, 
Thomas Ballard, Robert Cock and Robert Avery. They held their first meeting June 
18th, 1838, and resolved “ in their capacity of Trustees of the Church, to assume the 
responsibility of the business heretofore transacted by the building committee, and attend 
to all the duties of their office.” 

“annihilated!” 

In view of this action Bastion records, June 25th, 1838. “The building committee is 
annihilated, and the Trustees assume all the business and obligations.” 

A BEGGING TOUR 

Was undertaken about this time by Bastion, in behalf of the church. To foot the cur- 
rent expenses of tiie trip, Sleeth, Ross, Ballard and Hagar, made up $30.00, and Bastion 
went as far South as Louisville, Ky. There he had to borrow $25.00 to pay his ex- 
penses home. So the account might have been summed up thus :

Not an unfrequent result of begging trips. 

INCORPORATION OP TRUSTEES. 

The Legislature of Wisconsin, then in session in Burlington, passed an act of incor- 
poration, which was approved June 22d, 1838, As this is the first act of the kind 
passed for Iowa, we give its substance. It provided that “John C. Sleeth Thomas 
Ballard, Wm. R. Ross, Robert Avery and Robert Cock, and such other/rtfe white jyerson$ 
of full age as shall be associated with them, according to the rules and discipline of said 
fM. E.] Church, shall be and are hereby constituted and made a body in deed and law, 
by the title and name of the Trustees of the M. E. Church in the city of Burlington, with 
perpetual succession, and are hereby made capable in law to have, purchase, receive, 
take, hold, possess and enjoy to them and their successors, to the use of the said M. E. 
Church in Burlington, Lots No. 374 and 375.” Laios of ITw. Ter., 1838,/). 346. 

During the summer and fall of 1838 the work on the building was pressed vigorously. 
In a report signed by John C, Sleeth and Robert Cock, in which they state the amount 
of the original subscription to be $1,500, they say: “After having proceeded with the 
building to a considerable extent an opportunity presented itself of renting the church 
(if completed) to the Legislative Assembly. Thinking this opportunity a favorable one 
for raising funds to pay the expense of erection, every effort was made to have the 
building completed in time for that special purpose.” This report was made to the 
■Quarterly Conference, March 6, 1841. The proposition referred to came from Hon. 
Robert Lucas, who was appointed Governor of Iowa Territory in June, 1838. The 
work on the church, so far as it was then completed, was finished by December, 1638 ; 
but nothing further was done than to enclose it and put on one coat of plastering. The 
part then built consisted of “the old part” only. The present front and tower was not 
erected until 1846. The doors that stood under the front of the old gallery were origi- 
nally the front doors of the building. A framed platform extended along the front 
of the church, on a level with the floor of the audience room. This platform stood on 
turned posts, and was ascended by a flight of steps from the front pavenaent. The 
building, as completed, cost about $4,500. 

THE LEGISLATURE 

Took possession of the building immediately after its completion. The upper room was 
assigned to the House of Representatives, the front basement to the Senate, and the 
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rear basement was dirided, by rough board partitions, into offices for the Legislative 
and Territorial offices. Some long benches were provided by the Trustees, but the chairs 
used in the halls were provided by the Government. The Speaker’s desks were made 
of boards, roughly planed, and nailed together, so as to form a kind of stand, and the 
one in the audience room served, at preaching times, for the pulpit. Amid such sur- 
roundings the machinery of legislation was first put in motion in the Territory of Iowa. 

DEBT. 

In their report of 1841, the Trustees give their aggregate receipts to that date as fol- 
lows: Received for rent from the Legislature 5^2,200. On subscrintion f980. Total 
$3,180. Remaining debt $1,820. Total cost $4,500. To meet this debt they had a 
balance of rent due of $300 ; and of subscription (depreciated) of about $600, The 
debt continued for some years to be a source of vexation and trouble. Rev. 1). G. Cart- 
wright informed me that, while he was filling the place of Rev. 1. 1. Stewart during hi» 
absence in 1840, the building was threatened with sale; but he succeeded in getting a 
number of the creditors to release their claims, and in this way over $1,000 of the debt 
was cancelled in less than two days. Dr. Ross writes me: “I paid for most of the rock, 
lime, lumber, and all the brick, besides many of the other materials, and many of the 
workmen, costing me upwards of six thousand dollars ; and after all, to keep it from be- 
ing sold at a sacrifice — for it had gone through a Court of Law and Equity, and Con- 
ference — I had to sell my own private residence, which cost me three thousand four 
hundred, for one thousand two hundred to save and free the church from debt.” 

THE LOCATION 

Of Old Zion, on the West side of Third street, between Washington and Columbia 
streets, is excellent, being sufficiently central for the northern part of the city, conve- 
nient of access to tlie hotels, and comparatively retired. The church stands on lots Ko. 
374 and 375 of the original town plat of Burlington. The claim to the town site was 
held by two brothers-in-law named White and Doolittle, and was purchased by Dr. 
Ross for $100. The title, however, passed through the preacher. Bastion, who was 
bound in a penal bond of $10,000 to make the Trustees a title according to the deed of 
settlement of the M.'E. Church, as laid down in the discipline, so soon as he ’should re- 
ceive the same from the patent-office at Washington. The duplicate of the certificate of 
title, issued in the name of Bastion, was placed in the hands of John C. Sleeth, who was 
to send it and the entry money to the Land-office. The lots were finally patented to the 
Trustees of the church, February 4, 1841, 

THE CHUBCH DESCRIBED. 

The Iowa Patriot of December 13, 1838, contains the following: 

“ The new Methodist Meeting House is now occupied by the Legislative Assembly. It 
is a very neat and substantial building. The basement story, partitioned off for Con- 
ference and class-meetings, is composed of stone, and the upper part of brick. It is in 
a commanding situation, and when finished, with its cupola and bell, it will be a great 
ornament to the city of Burlington.” 

USES OF OLD ZION. 

The Legislature of Iowa held four sessions in Old Zion, viz: The regular segsions of 
1838-39 ar.d 1839-40, the extra session of July, 1840, and the regular session of 1840-41. 
The appropriation bills show that the Territorial Government paid for the use of the 
church a total of$2,‘850. 

Besides its use by the Legislature, the church was rented for several years for the use 
of the Supreme Court of Iowa, and the District Court of Des Moines county. While 
used for this purpose, in June 1845, the Mormon murderers, the Hodges brothers, were 
tried and convicted of murder in the first degree. The verdict was delivered on Sunday 
morning, June 22d, and in the afternoon of the same day the two wretches were sentenced 
to death from the pulpit of Old Zion, by Hon. Charles Mason. They suffered the ex- 
treme penalty of the law July 15th, following. 

The church being, at that time, the only commodious building in Burlington, was 
used for a long time for political meetings, lectures, and even shows ! 

January 23d and 24th, 1850, it was the scene of an Indian council, held by Gov. 
Lewis with the chiefs of the Sacs and Fox Indians. About fifty Indians, including 
young Black Hawk, and the chiefs Wishelamaqua, or Hardfist, Wapapesheek, or the 
Prophet, and Nasheaskuk, all in their native costumes, w’ere present. They came to 
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complain of the desecration of the old Black Hawk’s grave, and other wrongs perpe- 
trated by the white men. The whole affair wound up with a big war dance and Indian 
show. 

On Monday night, Dec. 16th, 1838, it was the headquarters of a company of soldiers, 
numbering about 150, from Muscatine, who were on their way to the threatened border 
war between Iowa and Missouri, respecting the territorial line. The principle circum- 
stance remembered in connection with this event is of their being supplied with a barrel 
of whisky by the citizens, many of whom joined with the volunteers in the revelry of the 
ni"ht.

After the vacation of the church by the Courts, the basement was fitted up for school 
purposes ; and within its sombre walls, many a pedagogue has pursued his “delightful 
task.”

NAICES. 



On account of its various uses, the building was known by different names. Usually 
in early times, it was called Methodic Church;''' hvX frequently it was styled “77te 

Court Home," or '■'The State Home." An illustration of the use of the latter title is 
found, queerly enough, in a religious notice in the lovea Patriot of Dec. 13th, 1838 : “A 
two-days meeting will be held in this city, in the State House, on Saturday evening next 
and continuing till Sunday night. Reverends Mr. Scott and Arrington are expected.” 
The popular name of 

“ OLD ZION ” 

Dates from 1851. J. S. McKinney, Esq., formerly one of the editors of the Burlington 
Telegraph, gives the following account of the “christening:” “In 1851 we were pub- 
lishing, in company with Hon, James M. Morgan, the Daily Telegraph. Sometime dur- 
ing the year it was found that the roof of the church was in a very bad condition, and 
the ladies of the congregation determined to hold a festival to raise funds to put a new 
roof on the building. When the time arrived for holding the festival, the late Hon . 
Judge Stockton came to the Telegraph office and requested that we should get up a “pos- 
ter” for the occasion, sayina that he would leave the matter with us. The bill was 
printed, the leading lines rei&n^ thus : 

“old ZION* wants a new roof.” 



We had no intenftnn at the time of naming the church, our object in using the words 
being merely to make the oill attractive, but thus we accidentally had the honor of naming 
“Old Zion.” 

The name, thus given, was immediately attached to the church and has continued to 
be its title. In 1854 the station, organized in the church, was recognized by the Con- 
ference as Old Zion Station. 

In reference to the remarkable history of the old church, Hon. Charles Mason, in his 
speech delivered at the Old Settlers’ Festival, held in Old Zion Church, June 2nd, 1858, 
made some interesting remarks; which we will re-produce, as appropriate in this paper. 



REMARKS OF HON. CHARLES MASON. 

“ As illustrative of the novel uses to which it was necessary to adapt the limited means 
within our reach in those early days, and of the shifts to which we were driven by the 
great mother of invention, I need but remind you of some of the scenes which have been 
witnessed within these very walls. The main body of this edifice has now been standing 
about twenty years. It was the first, and for many years the only church building in the 
city of Burlington. 

“Whoever, at the present day, sits within its hallowed precincts, listening to the fervid 
prayer, the calm discourse, the swelling anthem, or the loud hozanna, would be verv er- 
roneous in the conclusion that these were the only sounds that had ever echoed within its 
consecrated walls. No : — other halls have witnessed more important and more tragical 
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scenes ; but where will you find those that could give a more variegated history of what 
had transpired within them ? * 

“Here was embodied, for a number of years, the legislative wisdom of the Territory of 
Iowa— the “Lower” House paradoxically occupying the halls above, and the “Upper” 
House the rooms below. From these went forth those edicts which for many a year 
have ruled this goodly land. Here, too, the Supreme Judicial Tribunal of the Territory 
held its sometime session ; and the regular terras of the District Court were here con- 
vened for many a successive year. Here the rights of person and property were adjudi- 
cated. Here the felon trembled and hoped at the prospect of an inefficient penitentiary, 
and here the murderer received his final earthly doom. 

“Nor is this all. With the eye of vivid recollection I now see before me the assembled 
patriotism of this young city, in democratic council convened, to hear the propositions 
brought by the bearers of a flag of truce from a hostile camp, to discuss, in high debate, 
the momentous question of peace or further war with our more powerful but not more 
valiant antagonist. A model w'ar was that, and right worthy of our praise, where not 
one drop of hostile blood was shed ; where those who won the glovj paid the billsy and 
ever since then their hearts have inclined to peace. 

“Finally, within'these walls the amiable Governor of the Territory met in friendly con- 
ference the representatives of some of his dissatisfied red children, to hear their com- 
plaints, and at least to promise them redress — an easy and oft repeated remedy. . 

“Here the citizens listened to the native eloquence of the red men, and were treated to 
the exhibition of the song and the war dance. The wild whoop of the savage, which had 
BO often carried dismay and horror to many a stout heart, failed to make any impression 
on “Old Zion,” which then, as now, looked on in strange gravity, and seemed to be 
fully determined not to be surprised at any strange scene that might transpire wdthin it.”" 

The war to which the Judge referred was the dispute which sprang up between the 
State of Missouri and the Territory of Iowa respecting their border line ; when the mili- 
tary forces were actually called out, and bloodshed seemed not improbable. 

THE POEM. 

Nor has “Old Zion” wanted a poet to celebrate its history in “immortal verse.” At 
the “Old Settlers’ Festival,” before referred to, Johnson Pierson, Esq., read a poem, ia 
which there are the following lines: 

“ Now rose thy walls, ‘Old Zion,’ which have stood 
The dread assaults of w’^astiug time and flood. 

Thou wast all «>ur hope for many rolling years. 

Shook with our joy, as often soothed our tears, 

Poured out like rain drops from the smitten cloud. 

When the live, vaulting thunder rifts its shroud. 

Thou wert our Forum, scene of many a si»rt „ 

In Pleasure’s drama, and Ambition’s court. 

Here, tx>o, our village beauty ru^ed to see 
The motley Indian dance, with savage glee ; 

Here was the patriot’s stand when border war 
Chained his fierce dragons to his bloody car. 

But our good guns, and swords of burnished sheen. 

Showed we were brave, “a set of dangerous men.'^ 
vve “went, saw, conquered” — not the foe— the meat 
Our knapsacks held, then made— a grand retreat ! 

We rushed, with eager haste, from war’s alarms, 

Covered with glory, to our shops and farms, 

To hear the plaudits, ‘Patriots brave ! well done;’ 

So thou, old pile^ hast been our guiding star 
In all the varied scenes of Peace and War.” 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

After the church was abandoned by the Legislature in 1840, the members united andl 
put in some rough benches, with a narrow back to each seat. These were placed in the 
“Amen corners,” and just in front of the stand. The rest of the house was filled with 
benches destitute of backs. About 1846 the house was pewed comfortably. The plas- 
tering was not finished for several years. 

THE FIRST PULPIT, 

As used by the Speaker of the Legislature, has been described. This was succeeded by 
a regular “tub” concern, that half encircled the preacher as he stood within it. A third 
pulpit, a high and massive structure, “marbleized,” and, no doubt, thought tasteful in its 
day, was built by Evan Evans, Esq. Inside of one of the columns, when taken down in 
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1862, 1 found written in pencil, “August 22d, 1846.” This was displaced by a small 
grained desk, erected by the writer in 1862. But its day was brief, for in the renewal 
of the church in 1864, the neat, small pulpit, of oak and walnut, now in use, took its 
place. 

The pulpit originally stood in its present position; but in 1843 the seats were re- 
versed, and the pulpit placed between the entrance doors. This was done, at the in- 
stance of the Presiding Elder, Rev. B. Weed, and in order to promote quiet and attention 
in the audience. But afterwards the original arrangement was restored. 

THE FRONT AND CUPOLA 

Date to 1846. Then, under the superintendence of Rev. E. S. Norris, the addition, in- 
cluding the vestibule, stairways, gallery and steeple, was put up at a cost of $1,200. 
The external work was done much better than the internal. The stairs were awkwardly 
arranged, and the gallery, once termed by C. Dunham, Esq., late editor of the Hawk-Eye^ 
^‘the cock-loft of Old Zion,” was almost wholly unfit for use. The bell, weighing 1,452 
pounds, was put in in I860. It is of fine material and excellent tone. The recent 
changes in Old Zion are a matter of such general knowledge that we onlv refer to them 
to complete the historic sketch. In 1862 the Old Zion and Ebenezer stations were 
united under the writer’s charge ; the public services being held in Old Zion, and Ebene- 
zer remaining closed. In the spring of 1864, by a vote of the membership at a meeting 
held for the purpose, the place of meeting was changed to Ebenezer. Upon the occur- 
rence of this event the friends of Old Zion rallied, a meeting was held, and ii was deter- 
mined to repair the church, and ask for the re-establishment of Old Zion station. Sub- 
scriptions were taken up, and the work of restoration undertaken. The Hawk-Eye 
chronicled the changes thus: 

“ Old Zion. — This venerable edifice, in its internal arrangements, has been thoroughly 
remodeled. Through the body of the church now run three aisles — two side and one 
centre — the old gallery has been removed, and in its place are the pews but slightly 
raised above the main floor, and a new and tasteful pulpit succeeds the old one. The 
ceiling is adorned in fresco, while on each side of the pulpit is a tablet in fresco, on which 
are appropriate Scriptural quotations, admirably lettered. * * * In the center of 
the ceiling, is a circular aperture five or six feet in diameter, coRstructed for the purpose 
of ventilation. The windows, formerly old-fashioned and quite low, are now arched, 
thereby adding greatly to the beauty of the church, not only within but without. The 
seats are somewhat lower than formerly, and have neen tastefully grained. Where the 
two side doors were, book-cases are arranged. * * * When all is finished the most 
familiar friends of Old Zion will scarcely recognize the old church in this, its second 
youth.” 

The account omits the removal of the fence in front, and the reconstruction of the 
stairs. The account gives the cost of the repairs at $2,600. 

The church, which had never been formally dedicated, was re-opened, with appropriate 
services, by Rev. Bishop Janes, assisted by G, B. Jocelyn, D. D,, and other ministers, on 
Sabbath, June 10th, 1864.
